14, and further in view of Tokuno, U.S. Patent No. 6,581,727. 

5. Rejected Claims 42 and 43 under Section 103(a) as unpatentable over Tanaka, 
U.S. Patent No. 6,431,318, in view of Majewski, U.S. Patent No. 4,401,189, in view of 
Watanabe et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,557,096, as applied to Claim 16, and further in view of 
Tokuno, U.S. Patent No. 6,581,727. 

6. Refused to enter the substitute specification filed December 19, 2005 on grounds 
that it lacked paragraph numbers and a statement that it contained no new matter.
